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Time For Hound Shows 


On October 6, 1939 The Chronicle for the first time published the Annual Roster of 
the Organised Hunts of America issued by the Masters of Foxhounds Association of 
America, In that same issue appeared an account of the 23rd Annual Bryn Mawr Hound 
Show. In the present issue appears the 18th such Roster together with an account of the 
36th Annual Bryn Mawr Hound Show. It might perhaps be more logical to publish the 
Roster at the time of the Association’s annual meeting in January. But the fact remains 
that our premier hound show is a more significant gathering place than the Annual 
Meeting which, although efforts are now being made to enlarge its scope, has in the 
past included merely routine business followed by acolorful dinner for male Masters 
only. At Bryn Mawr, on the other hand, foxhunters gather of every description, male 
and female, young and old, amateur and professional. They spend a long, unhurried 
day together in which they can not only appraise the progress of the various strains 
of hounds currently used in the United States, but can also compare and discuss the 
problems of foxhunting in general. The importance of Bryn Mawr as a gathering place 
for foxhunters applies equally to the regional hound shows, the Canadian Foxhound 
Show, the Litchfield Hound Show and the Virginia Foxhound Club Show at Montpelier. 

Nothing in this world is so good that it cannot be made better. We believe that the 
size, Quality and influence of our hound shows could be greatly increased if they were 
to be held at a different time of year. The five British hound shows - Aldershot, Har- 
rogate, Peterborough, Clonmel (Ireland) and Honiton - take place from late May to 
early August. This allows enough time for the entered hounds to put on a bit of flesh 
after the close of the hunting season; for the unentered hounds to be taught some man- 
ners; and for most of the brood bitches to wean their litters. Furthermore, this is the 
period when both hounds and hunt staffs are the least busy. The latter consideration is 
particularly important in this country where professional hunt staffs are generally 
much smaller than in England. Allowing for the fact that July is generally a hot month, 
the proper time for our hound show would seem to be late May and June, 

The Litchfield Hound Show, under the leadership of Sherman Haight, Jr., M.F. H., this 
year moved its date from July to May. There was, of course, much wagging of heads, 
many people saying that too many brood bitches would still be nursing whelps and that 
the young entry would not be sufficiently forward. But instead the show had a larger 
entry than ever before and has selected the third Saturday in May for its 1957 date. 
There is every probability that the Canadian packs will dissolve their present com- 
bination with the Sportsmens Show in March and shift to an early June date. The Vir- 
ginia show in late August cannot be expected to shift as long as September is the date 
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of Bryn Mawr which is the only important 
hound show in the world held right in the 
middle of the cubbing season. 

For the northern packs which begin cub- 
bing in early August, Bryn Mawr comes at 
a particularly inconvenient time. If itwere 
earlier, the Canadian hunts could show, 
thus filling the division for English hounds 
which unfortunately collapsed this year. 
The date is not too hard, of course, on the 
larger packs with plenty of help; Orange 
County and the Essex, for example, simply 
do not hunt their show hounds until after 
Bryn Mawr. But for the smaller packs, 
reluctant to show anyway against the big 
guns, September is either an excuse or a 
hardship. If our principal hound show is to 
advance, it needs the northern packs and 
the smaller packs, which means a date 
in mid-June. The Bryn Mawr Hound Show 
was instituted by Stanley Reeve to help 
the Bryn Mawr Horse Show held in Sept- 
ember and now defunct for several years, 
Why not adopt a date which suits hounds 
instead of horses?

Mr. Johnson told this story during the re 
turn trip to Baltimore after the United Na- 
tions Handicap at Atlantic City. If it was 
inspired by anything that occurred at the 
track, I do not know. I DO know that the 
management put on an exhibition of savoir 
faire that may stand as an all-time re 
cord. Perhaps it was by thought-out plan; 
perhaps it was by accident of circum 
stance. But the mark is there to shoot at, 

A big day had been scheduled at the beau 
tiful track on the Black Horse Pike - a big 
day for the Kellys and the Monacoans, and 
a high spot in the history of racing. 

President John B, Kelly’s daughter and 
son-in-law, the Princess and Prince of 
Monaco, were to be on hand, and Swaps 
the king of California and Kentucky was 
ready to open the eyes of Eastern Doubt- 
ing Thomases. 

The human royalty showed up onschedule 
and charmed the spectators by their grace 
and their patience, 

The equine royalty ‘‘suffered an occur- 
rance of an old ailment’? which made it 
necessary to remove him from the race. 

It was the worst calamity to hit racing 
Nashua’s first attack of colic--and 
both of them struck at Atlantic City. 
Thus, the management was faced with the 
unpleasant duty of breaking the bad news 
to the public, which is about as happy a 
task as informing the littke woman that 
you blew the roll on a copper-riveted 
cinch that came unriveted, and that the 
landlord will have to be reasonable, 
Atlantic City managed it.

The horses for the sixth race were in 
the gate; the starter was eyeing them, pre- 
pared to give the ‘‘go”’ sign. Then the pub- 
lic address system clicked on and the an- 
nouncer spoke. ‘‘Ladies and gentlemen,”’ 
he said (in substance) ‘‘we regret to an- 
nounce that, due to the recurrence of an 
old injury, Swaps has been scratched.” 

Just as a borning ‘‘boo’’ swelled up from 
the stands, the man at the mike went on, 
**They’re off,’ he shouted, and indeed they 
were. The favorite went into the lead and 
stayed there tothe end, paying $3.60 for $2, 
so all the chalk players were rushing to 
the windows to collect their money when 
they should have been out front castigating 
the management, the owner, the horse and 
the fates. 

Any student of public reactions will tell 
you that a ‘‘boo”’ split in the middle is 
shorn of its potency. In this case, proper 
timing squelched a burst of indignation, 
and, as everybody had to jump right in to 
refiguring the race, things were quieted 
down rather nicely.

Whenever the overwhelming choice is 
scratched it is Customary to say that, in 
all probability, a better horse race will re- 
sult. People had 50 minutes to say this be- 
tween the time Swaps’ withdrawal was an- 
nounced and posttime for the United Na- 
tions Handicap, and many did. And, as the 
race was run, they may have been right. 
Mahan, on the strength of his powerful 
grass races in Chicago, was made the 
choice in the September LS spectacular. 
Mister Gus and Dedicate were next in 
line, while the C.V, Whitney ertry of 
Career Boy and Fisherman, was fourth 
choice at 4.80 tol. 

Fisherman was sent into the lead by 
Johnny Choquette, and Eric Guerin had 
Find close on his heels. Dedicate was 
third, and Mister Gus fourth. That’s the 
way they finished the first half mile of the 
9 1/2 furlong test. After a mile, the posi- 
tions of the first four were unchanged, but 
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Career Boy had gained fifth place. Dedi- 
cate was in tight going down the backside 
and Bill Boland had torestrain him to keep 
him off the heels of Fisherman. 

Going around the turn, Find took over and 
straightened out for home a length before 
Mister Gus, with Fisherman falling back 
and in third place and Dedicate still looking 
for running room, 

Sammy Boulmetis took Career Boy a- 
round the leaders and mount bounded for- 
ward swiftly. Eighty yards out it seemed 
evident that he was going toget the money. 
He moved out to score over the game Find 
by one length. Dedicate finally got space 
to run and appeared, for a moment ready 
to go through. He couldn’t catch Mister 
Gus though, and missed third money by a

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Steeplechasing At Belmont

Taking the lead going to the first jump, 
in the $11,375 Harbor Hill ‘Chase, An- 
cestor maintained that position all the way, 
turning back serious bids by both Bav- 
aria and Mighty Mo in the closing stages 
of the race, to lead his field under the 
wire by two and a half lengths. Ancestor 
was smoothly ridden by Dooley Adams who 
scored the 300th win of his riding career 
on the seven-year-old Challedon- Blood- 
root gelding. Neither in the record books 
nor in the memories of old timers has any 
steeplechase rider ever achieved a mark 
of this kind, Off to an even start, the field 
of eight raced for the first jump with Cov- 
eted, a stablemate of the winner lapped on 
Ancestor and Glencannon. Sweeping to the 
front the first time around Ancestor est- 
ablished a daylight lead. Several lengths 
behind the leaders, Mighty Mo, Bavaria, 
Basilia and Ring O’Roses raced in a tight 
knot, with Rebel Coat laying last. Coming 
down in front of the stands, the horses 
made a pretty sight jumping both the water 
and liverpool fences. Around the club- 
house turn and into the backstretch, itwas 
still anybody’s race, with Adams rating 
Ancestor nicely in front, Mighty Momoved 
up and began forcing the pace, while Hatch- 
er on Bavaria had also moved closer. 


Going down the far side, Coveted dropped . 


back to fourth place, but hung on well be- 
hind Ancestor, Mighty Mo and Bavaria in 
that order. A serious bobble midway down 
the backstretch cost Mighty Mo several 
lengths, but Albert Foot had the Montpelier 
gelding again up to Ancestor’s latch string 
at the tenth jump. Here Adams let down a 
little and drew out as he led his field ar- 
ound the last turn, The race had narrowed 
Bavaria, and these three drew out from the 
others as they rounded into the home 
stretch, Taking the final fence with a lead 
of two lengths, Ancestor had to be ridden 
out to the wire, with Mighty Moclosest un- 
til a few strides short of the finish, where 
Bavaria closed well enough to garner the 
runner-up award, half a length to the good 
of Mighty Mo. Ring O’Roses was a distant 
fourth, three parts of a length in front of 
Basilia. Rebel Coat, Coveted and Glencan- 
non completed the race in that order, Un- 
der 153 lbs., Ancestor took 3:45 3/5 sec- 
onds to win the Harbor Hill. This compares 
with the course record held by another 
jumper owned by Mrs, Ogden Phipps, Oedi- 
pus, who carried 160 lbs., to the wire in 
1952 in the sizzling time of 3:39 1/5. The 
Harbor Hill was Ancestor’s third start of 
the year. Inhis five-year-old year, he cap- 
tured six hurdle races including the Rouge 
Dragon and Turf Writers. Last year, mak- 
ing his debut over the steeplechase course, 
he won four including the Charles L, Ap- 
pleton and Georgetown, His final start of 
1955 was in the Midsummer at Monmouth 
Park, where, like his stablemate Neji this 
year, injuries sidelined him for the re- 


mainder of the year. This season he made 
his first start in the Beverwyck at Sara- 
toga, and under 155 lbs., appeared short 
finishing third to Bavaria and Carthage. 
Two weeks later in the longer Saratoga 
‘Chase , he was next to last under a simi- 
lar impost, and would not seem to extend 
himself in the soft going. 

Although beaten, Mighty Moran anexcel- 
lent race under 144 lbs., and might well 
have won the race had he not bobbled at the 
eighth jump. In contrast, Bavaria out- 
jumped most of his rivals except for two 
fences which might have been enough to 
beat him. In the closing stages of the race, 
faulty fencing had something to dowith the 
performances of the remainder of the field, 
but none appeared equal to the first three. 

In the winners enclosure following the 
race, Mr. S, Bryce Wing presented the 
trophy to Mrs. Phipps, whowas accompan- 
ied by her brother, G, H. (Pete) Bostwick 
and Dooley Adams. 

Opening the week’s infield program was a 
mile and three quarter race for non- 
winners of $1,000. Eleven horses went 
postward, but only eight finished the course 
after two accidents marred the running. 
The start at this distance only provides a 
short run before the field goes to the far 
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turn. Dooley Adams on Crucial, with the 
outside post, while close to the pace or in 
front, veered to the inside, creating very 
close quarters for the remainder of the 
field at the approach to the first hurdle. 
Mycroft fell at this hurdle, and in the 
scramble, Breakers Ahead came down 
over him, while J. Aithcheson, an appren- 
tice jockey, did the near impossible, when 
he came off his mount, Sgt. Vince, scraped 
his feet along the turf, and insome uncan- 
ny manner managed to get aboard again, 
and finished the race, although he trailed 
from that point. Meanwhile, Crucial had 
been supplanted for the lead by Rafty. 
Rounding the clubhouse turn, Llangollen 
Farm’s Corn Husker, ranged up to chal- 
lenge, and these two ran head and head 
entering the backstretch. Behind these 
two, Medal Man, running well at the time, 
and on the inside, ducked into the wing at 
the first flight on the far side, unseating 
Scottie Riles. Fortunately none of the rid- 
ers or horses were hurt. Meanwhile, Corn 
Husker, with Jimmy Murphy aboard, open- 
ed up on his field and at the wire had a 
fifteen length margin. 

Corn Husker, a three-year-old by En- 
deavour II out of Miss Nebraska, was bred 
by his owner, and broke his maiden over 
jumps in this race. Several weeks ago he 
won on the flat at Saratoga. He is a long- 
legged rangy type, and is trained by Sid- 
ney Watters, Jr.

Capt. J. L. B. Bentley’s Home-Bred Gillian Scores 
2nd Timber Victory of Fall Season 





Cherwell Wins National Cup Steeplechase

Favored by perfect racing weather, the 

autumn hunt racing session got off to a 
good start at Fair Hill, Md., on Saturday, 
September 8, featuring the 17th running 
of the Foxcathcer National Cup Steeple- 
chase. The 6 race program under spon- 
uorship of the Cecil County Breeders’ 
Fair attracted some 5000 followers of 
the sport. 

Showing that there is no substitute for 
so far as steeplechasing is 
concerned, W.C. Robinson, Jr.’s Cher- 
well proved the best of a small field to 
register a second victory in the 3 mile 
test over 19 of America’s most formid- 
able brush jumps. Ably handled by James 
Murphy, the 9-year-old gelding was rated 
off the early pace set by the Bellevue 
Farm’s Ares. The latter took .command 
over the first fence and drew away from 
his 3 competitors on the run around the 
‘dog-leg”’, leading at one point by 20 
lengths. After leading over 9 jumps, Ares 
proved a handful for jockey Melvin Ferral 
as he ‘tran down” his fences and jumped 
from the extreme left corner, The famous 
‘‘Chinese Wall,’’ 13th on the course, was 
negotiated in this manner and most of the 
crowd expected the chancey jumper to 
come a cropper. However, Ferral stayed 
with his mount and got him straightened 
away for the 14th fence at the top of an 
uphill run, with Crag, Cherwell and Amik 
running behind as named. Repeating his 
trick of running down his fences as he 
approached the 14th, Ares put in abad one 
as he got over the fence on the left side 
and finally lost jockey Ferral, who was 
not injured, 

With Ares out of contention, Mrs. A.J. 
Smithwick’s Crag took over the lead with 
Cherwell in close attendance. This ad- 
vantage was held until the pair approached 
the 17th jump in the final stages, where 
the eventual winner went tothe front, Gra- 
dually increasing his advantage over the 
final 2 obstacles, Cherwell went on to 
win by 4 lengths. Crag held the place 
money safe, 6 lengths in front of W.M. 
Duryea’s Amik, the only other starter. 
Covering the gruelling route over firm 
turf in 6:02 4/5, Cherwell picked up a 
net sum of $2,445 from the gross purse 
of $4,730. With no 4th, Sth or 6th monies 
to be awarded from the announced divi- 
sion, William du Pont, Jr., chairman of 
the race committee, stated that money 
would be donated to the Union Hospital 
in adjacent Elkton, beneficiary of the two- 
day race meeting. 

Cherwell established his initial victory 
in the Foxcatcher National Cup Steeple- 


experience, 


chase in 1952 when racing for his former 
owner, Mrs. John R, H. Thouron, Now 
trained by Sidney Watters, Jr., the gelding 
displayed his first winning effort since the 
spring of 1955 when he won a claiming 
race at Belmont Park. 

Repeating the form which carried her to 
victory in the Virginia Gold Cup in the 
spring, Gillian turned back 4 contenders 
to win the Trouble Maker, a 3 mile test 
over 19 timber fences. Making his first 
Start of the year, Charles M, Cann’s 
Galant Ship set the early pace as Gillian 
followed in close attendance. Tiring after 
the 11th fence, Galant Ship, under Frank A, 
Bonsal, Jr., dropped back as Eugene 
Weymouth moved his father’s Flash B. 
to the front. Urged by trainer-rider Gro- 
ver Stephens, Capt J. L. B, Bentley’s 
home-bred mare stayed right with Flash 
B, and the pair jumped the 19th and final 
obstacle as a team. Upon landing, Stephens 
went to work on his mount and the pair 
drew away in the stretch to win a popular

victory by 2 lengths. Best of the others, 
Flash B, finished 15 lengths in front of 
Mrs. C, Paul Denckla’s Ned’s Flying. No 
mishaps marred the running of the race 
and Galant Ship and Grand Chal finished 
4th and Sth respectively. A 7-year-old 
mare by Isolator--Lady Errolford, Gillian 
established a new course record with her 
time of 6:19. 

The day of sport opened with a turfevent 
over the 7 furlong distance. A field of 7 
went postward and the eventual winner 
turned up in the Newtondale Stables’ Gaf- 
feran, a well-bred 3-year-old gelding by 
Fairy Manhurst--Galtown, Displaying a li- 
king for the turf, the sophomore was ably 
handled by Kenneth Field to turn back 
Mrs. C, Paul Denckla’s Attend Sir by 1 1/2 
lengths. Clsoing well in the stretch, Morris 
H, Dixon’s Televise got up tobe 3rd, half a 
length behind Attend Sir. The winner was 
clocked in 1:29 4/5, 

Making his first start at a hunt race meet- 
ing, James F, McHugh’s Star Flare led for 
most of the way to capture the | 1/16 
mile turf test, second event on the pro- 
gram. The only 3-year-old in the race, 
Star Flare responded to Earl Phelps’ 
hustling ride to best Arthur E, Pew, Jr.’s 
*Dafila by 3 iengths in the time of 1:50, 
Thy Delight finished 3rd, 5 lengths behind 
Mr. Pew's Irish import, 

Nizam’s Pet, making her 3rd start over 
hurdles, led all the way to capture the 
Christina, a 1 1/2 mile even for maiden

Stallion Fertility 

The Southwest Foundation for Research 
and Education, under the supervision of Dr. 
Fritz M, Haag and with the cooperation of 
the Keeneland and Grayson Foundations, 
the Greentree Stud and the Claiborne and 
Spendthrift farms, has established the 
presence of a chemical factor that affects 
stallion fertility. Control of the factor is 
still in the experimental stage. It is 
hoped that research will solve the problem 
of stallions, such as King Ranch’s High 
Gun, which show a high and active sperm 
count under the microscope, but which 
fail to get a satisfactory percentage of 
their mares in foal. 


Astaire’s Rainbow Tie to Stud 

In his familiar pink shirt, Fred Astaire 
was at Goodwood to see his juvenile filly 
Rainbow Tie run in the Lavant Stakes, but 
she could finish only fifth.

Because of an outbreak of sleeping sick- 
ness (equine encephalomyelitis) in Mass- 
achusetts, the New York State Racing Com- 
mission has forbidden the shipment of race 
horses from New England to New York 
State tracks unless accompanied by a 
certificate of vaccination dated not less 
than 21 days prior to shipping; a health 
certificate issued on the date of shipping;

thoroughly fogged prior todeparture. This 
ruling has met with protest from Judge 
John C, Pappas, president of Suffolk Downs 
and Lou Smith, executive director of Rock- 
ingham Park. Judge Pappas cites state- 
ments by Dr. Roy F, Feemster, head of 
the Massachusetts State Division of Com- 
mucicable Diseases that horses acquire 
the disease from mosquitoes which have 
also bitten wild birds and that the disease 
is not transferable directly from horses. 





LONGDEN BEATS RICHARDS’ RECORD 
By winning the $30,000-added Del Mar 
Handicap at Del Mar, California with Ar- 
rogate on September 4th, jockey Johnny 
Longden surpassed the record of Sir Gor- 
don Richards and became the world’s lead- 
ing winning jockey. Since 1927, he has had 
25,143 mounts and has won $16,022,410;

The improved stan- 
dards in this division are striking, hounds 
being placed far down the line which un- 
doubtedly would have been ribbon winners 
if exhibited only a few years ago. William

and W, Howard Stovall of Stovall, Missis- 
sippi, who judged the American hounds, 
have had wide experience in American 
Kennel Club and in Walker Hound bench 
shows. It was interesting to notice how 
similar were their ideas about make and 
Shape and how closely they coincided with 


the placings made at the Litchtield and 
Virginia shows earlier this year. 

Essex took home the major awards in the 
pack class, displacing the Orange County 
which had won this most coveted trophy of 
the M.F.H. Association for the past three 
years. The latter did win the Southdown 
Cup, however, for the best stallion shown 
with three of his get, with the ten-year- 
old Bantom °47, winner alsoin 1955, Essex 
also set down the Champion American 
foxhound in their Frolic °55, a litter sister 
to Fireman °55 which was champion at 
Litchfield.

thought that the light coloured hound 
has once again come into his own, for, 
after all, the earlier English foxhounds 
were light coloured, the Belvoir tan fetish 
being Comparatively modern, 

The judges again all seemed to set great 
store by stamina and quality, which is all 
to the good of the future of the foxhound, 

The one debatable point would seem to be 
the matter of size. One M,F.H. told me 
that the great tendency in his opinion, was 
to go for ‘“‘the maximum of quality, with 
the maximum of size,’’ and I see that 
there is a good deal of truth in that. 

Another M,F.H, said rather despondently, 
‘*Mine were too small, There’s no getting 
away from it, you’ve got to have size to 
win at a Hound Show.” 

Personally, and it is, of course, only a 
personal point of view, I hope the tendency 
to breed big hounds will not develope un- 
duly. Given the maximum of quality with 
the size, I know that many will say that a 
good big one will always beat a good little 
one. Possibly, in the show-ring, but after 
all, fox catching is the real test, and where 
will one see better fox catchers than 
Frank Freeman's Pytchley bitches, or the

The American foxhound, as exhibited at 
the Bryn Mawr Hound Show, is lighter of 
build end bone than the English hound, with 
a tendency to a hare foot; generally nar- 
rower in conformation, with less depth 
and spring of rib and rather ‘greyhoundy’ 
in appearance; with narrower, longer 
nosed, dome shaped head, carrying long 
ears which are required to be silky to the 
touch.

FOREWORD

It is always difficult to make any general statement about the sport enjoyed by 
the organized hunts of the United States and Canada during a given hunting season. 


The hunts are so widely dispersed over this great area that it is obvious that 
weather conditions, scenting conditions, etc., may vary enormously between one 
section and another. 


Perhaps the best indication of the results of the 1955-56 Season may be obtained 
from reports made by a large number of hunts to our official publication, ‘*The 
Chronicle.”” Although a few hunts reported favorable weather and scenting conditions, 
over 80% of those reporting considered the season one of the most difficult on record 
in which to show sport. Unusually cold weather was experienced from the middle of 
November to the first of January while January and early February were unusually 
wet. The last of February and March were good, however, particularly the latter 
month since the weather did not turn as warm as usual, nor were high winds encoun- 
tered as often as customary in that month. 


Of course, all hunts reported a number of red letter days in spite of generally 
difficult conditions, 


A continuous problem is presented by encroachment of housing developments 
and industrial construction, which, of course, in themselves are signs of a healthy 
economy, but which have created serious shrinkages in the huntable territory of 
many Hunts. 


Deer also continue to present a problem. Generally speaking, the hunts in 
whose territory deer have become exceedingly common have been more successful 
in developing and maintaining steadiness of their packs as to deer than have those 
hunts where deer are still found only occasionally. The reason for this is that it is 
much easier to discipline hounds with respect to deer when they can be taken into 
the open among deer herds and rated if they show any interest. 


Prospects for the Season 1956-57 are favorable. Generally speaking, the 
summer and early autumn had plenty of rain and scenting conditions should be much 
better than they were at the corresponding time last year.

The 
fleet chestnut horse never was far off the 
pace of Admiral Vee, and Jockey Walter 
Blum shoved him across the line to win 
the one-mile dash by a neck. 

Admiral Vee held second place by aneck 
over Midafternoon, which beat Cavort by 
the same margin. 

Jet Action ran, perhaps the best race of 
his life, a year ago in this same event, 
when he bowed to High Gun and defeated 
Nashua. The distance in the 1955 renewal 
was put at 1 1/8 miles because that seemed 
to suit High Gun and Nashua better than 
eight furlongs. 

The purse last season was $100,000 be- 
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cause that seemed to suit the owners of 
High Gun and Nashua better than $25,000. 

Jet Action earned $19,700 for his vic- 
tory this year. It was his second win of 
1956, He has been second once, also, in 11 
Starts and has earned $35,200. 

In 55, the son of Jet Pilot--Busher, by 
War Admiral, brought in $150,375, with 3 
wins, a second and 2 thirds in 10 starts. 

Stakes wins were in the Olympic and 
Washington Park Handicaps. He earned 
$300 dollars more for running second in 
last season’s Sysonby than for winning this 
one.

Noticeably successful in recent years (and 
for much longer in France) has been the 
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crossing of the Arabwith the Thoroughbred 


to produce the Anglo-Arab and with the 
various pony breeds to produce the Part 
Bred Arab ponies which in recent years 
have dominated the pony classes in all the 
top English horse shows. 

Playing an important part in these de- 
velopments has been The Arab Horse 
Society of Great Britain, The Society main- 
tains a registry not only for purebred 
Arabs (over one hundred registered Arab 
stallions are standing in England at the 
present time) but also for Anglo-Arabs 
and for Part-bred Arabs. 

The most recent development of the So- 
ciety’s activities is the publication of The 
Arab Horse Society News, a magazine to 
be issued on substantially a quarterly 
basis. Two numbers have so far been 
printed, one for the autumn of 1955 and the 
second for the spring of 1956, each forty- 
eight pages in length. The typography is 
excellent, the illustrations are well re- 
produced and the whole appearance of the 
magazine is definitely appealing. It would 
seem most modestly priced at one shilling 
six pence or in U.S, currency twenty-five 
cents. Naturally the articles which are 
published are written from the viewpoint of 
staunch advocates of the Arab or the part- 
bred Arab, But also they are written by in- 
telligent horsemen and the facts presented 
are Clearly worthy of thoughtful considera- 
tion. The magazine is a welcome addition 
to the literature of the horse world, and is

phase, I believe that your paper stated 
simply that “he left the course.” In 
truth, his horse sustained a crippling in- 
jury in his left fore at the 4th jump, 
went gamely on and when asked to make 
the sharp left-hand turn in the pen be- 
tween the 10th and 11th was physically 
unable. Thanks to the assistance of the 
splendid stable help that accompanied 
the team, Mud Dauber was given immed- 
iate treatment and will be back in action 
before long. 

(2) Jack Burton’s mount sustained a 
severe bruise before the games and was 
unable to compete, necessitating a 
change in mounts to Staleys second 
horse, Hunting Field. Burton did have 
trouble on the course and sustained a 
very bad fall at the last jump. Despite 
his fall (in which he himself sustained a 
concussion) he remounted with difficulty 
and finished the course. His pluck and 
sincerity of purpose reflected great 
credit on himself, his team and the 
United States and he deserves our ad- 
miration and our thanks for his gallant 
performance.

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GEORGE BRICE 

The death last week of George Brice, 
aged 85, marked the passing of one of 
America’s great huntsmen of the pre- 
vious generation, From his youth he 
foxhunted in his native Kent County, Mary- 
land. He used to tell stories of riding his 
horse to school with hounds following, 
reporting present, then going foxhunting. 
At Washington College he was an out- 
Standing athlete. Being a great football 
star, he often kept fit by running from 
the family farm three or four miles to 
classes at college. He worked for awhile 
in a family hardware store and later 
farmed, but always kept hounds, which 
were the love of his life. 

Each year the Green Spring Valley Hunt 
of Baltimore came to Kent County to 
hunt with him, and Redmond Steward, the 
master, became one of his close friends. 
In 1914, the Essex Foxhounds induced 
Mr. Brice to bring his hounds to New 
Jersey and to hunt them himself, That 
season he showed them such excellent 
sport that they persuaded him to move 
his whole family to the Essex country, 
where he remained gentleman huntsman 
until his retirement some 20 years ago.

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TROUBLE ON THE COVER

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FEEDING TRAIL HOUNDS 
One of the great sports of Cumbrians in 
the north of England is racing hounds on 
drag lines. The sport is supervised by the 
Hound Trailing Association formed in 
1906. Hounds are especially bred for the 
purpose, most of them with a Fell hound 
background. The hounds are usually fed 
on chicken and hare meat, but notrabbits. 
They are also give a type of loaf used in 
conditioning gamecocks, The old recipe 
for cock-loaf is flour, eggs and raisins 
laced with sherry. When the loaf is cut 
into, it shows a rich tawny-yellow colour 
and keeps fresh for months. This feed was 
used by the old-time gamefow] enthusiasts 
for conditioning cocks for battle and is 
still favoured by hound trailers who can 
afford such expensive fare to feed their 
most successful racing hounds for stamina 
and speed. Indeed the full recipe for making 
cock-loaf is still a jealously-guarded se- 
cret in certain families which race hounds 
and whose forebears fought gamecocks, 
It is handed down from one generation to 
another, but never divulged to an outsider. 
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HEAVY RAINS DELAY 

IRISH CUB-HUNTING 

Cub-hunting, which normally should be 
well into its stride at this time in Ireland, 
will be absolutely out of the question for 
several weeks yet, owing to torrential 
rains, August was the wettest since 1927, 
Combine harvesters are bogged to their 
axles, many fields are water-logged, corn 
is beaten flat into the eart and has begun 
a second growth, and the harvest in general 
is in a deplorable and alarming state. 
Normally, huntsmen could have a few 
mornings in the woods before the end of 
August. If harvest prospects don’t improve 
rapidly, they will be lucky to begin cubbing 
before the end of September!

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FINE PORTRAIT STUDY 
OF SHELBURNE BITCHES 


The portrait of Shelburne Alma °29 and 
Vision '29 by M. Lucas, which appears on 
our cover, is one of the finest paintings of 
foxhounds which we have ever had the 
pleasure of reproducing. Alma ’29 went 
back to a long line of Shelburne breeding, 
being by Shelburne Rockwood ’23--Their 
Absolute ’26. Vision ’29, onthe other hand, 
was of entirely British antecedents, her 
sire being the Berkeley Tapster '22 and her 
dam Sinnington Violet ’24, Both bitches 
were extensively used in the stud, Vision 
was particularly noted for the record made 
in the ring by her descendants. Her dau- 
ghter Vanish '32 (by Shelburne Admiral 
*30) was champion bitch at the New York 
Hound Show in 1935, while an unentered 
daughter from a later litter, Harmony °35 
(by Shelburne Hotspur ’30) was champion 
bitch at the Bryn Mawr Hound Show, also 
in 1935. Vanity '32, litter sister to Vanish 
*32, was the dam of Rarity '35 (by Shel- 
burne Racer °33), Rarity was champion 
bitch at the New York Hound Show in 1938,
